He 
points out that when the old fashioned 
cooking utensils were in vogue uppen 
dicitis was practically unknown, “Tho 
present ago uses increasingly enamel 
ware which splinters on the least 
provocation. I find that uot only a 
food such ns porridge will carry the 
needle-tike splinters to the body, but 
that a soup and even ten, may very 
well contain sharply splintered parti¬ 
cles of this most dangerous glass.” 

Many physicians amt surgeons lmve 
advanced the theory known as the 
mechanical theory, that the cause of 
appendicitis may be the introduction 
through the food of some' sharp, irri¬ 
tating substance, causing inflammation 
and ulceration, They designate! tooth 
brush bristles, wheat grit, particles of 
aatimomul rubber stoppers, as common 
irritants. Hone of these are of suck 
irritating quality as spicule: of en¬ 
amel which might be swallowed With 
the sauces or segotfthfe cooked in the 
enamelled ware vessels. Accordingly, 
among, medical men and some house* 
keepers there is a crusade haring for 
ts object the return to the old copper 
or iron kettle.

NEW ZEALAND CANDIED HONEY. 


A New Machlna For Cutting, .ie 
nto Small Brlcka. 

The Uluatration accompanying this 
article shows a honey-cutter that does 
Its work well. The box of the cutter 
Is; .made of, wood, and Targe enough 
to hold a block of honey that has 
candled in a 60-pound can. The tin, 
has first to ,ie ! cet -off;, then, Strong

piano wires are led around the black 
three Inches apart, through silts left 
In tho Inside box. These are fastened 
to the drum of the Windlass on top, 
and after a lew turns of tho crank, 
the, wires have done thelfc work 
straight and neat These large blocks 
aro then put In the little wooden ap¬ 
paratus to the right, and cut Into 
slices 1.8 Inches square. This gives 
you ft block of honey 3xl,8xl,8, ex¬ 
actly one-half pound. Tho blocks are 
then covered with two papers, the out¬ 
side one printed with the name and 
address of the producer. These small 
honey blocks have taken Immensely 
here, writes a correspondent of Bee 
Culture, the grocers preferring to sell 
It all ready in paper, and the house¬ 
wife also preferring It In paper to 
digging it out of a bottle. 

One great feature of honey cut Into 
blocks is that it looks clean and at¬ 
tractive, and the wrapper costs next 
to nothing—hence a greater demand 
for honey. Tho Inventor of the heuey* 
cutter is Mr. James Allan, of IVynd- 
ham, Otago, New Zealand, president 
of the most southern bee-keepers’ Us* 
sedation In the world.

The true import of these bills 
was not apparent—if an allianee 
with the Maine Central toad was 
the true import, as there was 
nothing embodied in tlie bibs to 
suggest such a connection. The 
feafurea of the two bills which 
were most misunderstood were 
the clauses pertaining to the sell¬ 
ing or leasing of the road. The 
sentiment existing in the Legis¬ 
lature was that a connection with 
the Canadian Pacific, giving a 
direct line into Quebec, was con¬ 
templated, instead of one with 
the Maine Central, which would 
close the road to the north. 

What reasons for rejoicing had 
that first bill bourn a fruitful 
alliance between tho P. &.
